If Boys Can Do IL 

Live farm boys under 18 years of age, 
in Win eonnty. lUinoia, aade raeorda of 
over 100 bnsbals of com per acre the 
past year. The highest yield was 117 
bushels and (50 pounds, counting 75 
pounds to the bushel. These resnlts 
were accomplished in connection with a 
country-wide boys' contest in which the 
com of thirty-four oootestants was har- 
vaatad. The avarago yield of all the 
boya in tha oontaat waa o^ar 81 bnabab 
of grain per acre. The aorea o( att the 
contestants were measured and the har- 
vesting supervised by a comiDiitee of 
Will county farmers. All soft and un- 
sound grain was set aside and did not 
enter into the weight of tha yields. This 
is a flna raoord and ana of wrhloh any 
tanner might well ba prond. says Farm- 
ers' Review. If thirty-four boys in a 

single county can raise an average of .H2 
bushel-per-acre crop, what ought the 
grown up farmer to do'.' With ilie aver- 
j age corn yield of the Slate standing at 
39 bushels per acre and the average of 
the country standing at 27, it would look 
as if more boy farmers vara a aadad.

"the bast bred fox-bound«." ai.d after 
two or three races, the ladies will be- 
come enthusiaatio aad will become 
uiembersofBomeclttb. The club will 
set a day to meet, start out their dogs 
for a scent and as soon aa tha old, train- 
ed dog picks up a trail the race is royal- 
ly on. An experieooed dofr follows a 
fresh trail as rapidly as it the fox was 
in sight. The proper way for the hunts- 
man to do, is to select a very hiijli poini 
that they can hear all the chase liy 
Ino baying of the duf;s tlio hunter can 
tell what bis dogs are doing. No one 
ever fotgota tha aaohtdioua musio that 
eztanda from a pack of wall trained 
bounds, when a race is drawing to a 
close. We can have chases in Kentucky 
with all tbe conveniences of the de- 
votees in the Eiast— our land is ideal and 
foxes are numerous desjiita thi) many 
traps, snares and un;:riueful men wiin 
their guns. The astuteness of the 
reward has t>een the hinge upon whicli 
its ability to eacape destruction by the 
hounds has bung for ages, though the 
true fox-hound kooars many tricks of 
the foxey old fox. Tho old IM Fox is 
the wisest animal that makaa tka forest 
or cliff its habitation, and when Mr. 
Hound follows him lo Ins den, he is 
willing to creep into his kennel and 
double up for a day's rest. The hunter, 
a' night, will build a fire, the glow of 
the light will attraot tbe attention of 
the fox— and Mr. Fm will frequently 
dash by the Are in the woods, after leav- 
ing the wildemos a fur the tields he 
makes lon^ runs that are the speed of 
the best dogs. Hut lie never deviates 
from its chosen beat. When the hounds 
press their prey too closely, Ihe foxery 
old fox IS apt lo be foxy. One of bis 
favorite tricks is to mount a iwtl or a 
stone fence and to run on top of the 
fence for aevaral hundred yarda and 
than parofc apon tha ground ontil the 
doga paaa, and then, run baek on the 



fence the way be first came an*^ then 
leap to one side and run al lop-speed for 
half a miie and then wait to see if one 
of the old doifs iliat may be up to his 
tricks, has detected bis shrewdnes-i. 
If followed closely, ba will make bis 
escape by flainc iQlo soaM of the many 
dens. 

I have been a fox hunter for sixty-six 
years and never regretted my "Ant 
start" at ten years of aire. Since than. 
I have endeavored to have the best bred 
hounds — brooding to the best at any 
time and coat. 

Let me say to my Madison friaada. 
breed for endurance, speod, tongae ai>d 
color aad yoo have it.
